The Firemen's Demonstration and Band 
Tournament on Wednesday was the most 
successful event held here in years.

The 
Napanee Fire Company worked bard for a 
good days sport, and are deserving of grett 
credit for taeir endeavors. 

Early Wednesday morning the people 
began ewaruiog into Iowd, by rigs, boats, 
trains and every available method. The 
Deseronto Band arrived on the early train 
and was kept busy until the noon hour 
meeting the several boats and trains, and 
escorting the visiting llremeu and bands to 
their respective hoiels where they had been 
consigned, as the guests of the Napanee 
Brigade. 

The Bay of Quinte Railway brought io a 
large crowd of people from the north, 
while the G.T.R. u large number from the 
east and west. 

From TreDton and Bay Porta the 
Steamers Verona and Armenia brought 
full h ads, while the steamers Reindeer 
and Ella Ross were loaced to their full 
capacity from Picton and other bay ports.

CANNON AGAINST 
MOUNTAIN GUNS 

They War* Inrantad far Gxiatavus 
Adolphus, and Still Used 
by Tibetans. 

We ore told that in the action of 
Red Idol gorge the Tibetans used 
about twenty cannon and Jingais, 
says The London Standard. The fact 
would be simply amusing If several 
hundred of the poor wretches had 
not been shot down with magazine 
rifle* and Gatlings and mountain 
gune. That spoils the fun of the an¬ 
nouncement. Though our generals 
and soldiers arc blameless, to tho 
public it seems almost as cruel as 
the massacre of unarmed men. Lea¬ 
ther guns at boat take rank with 
bows and arrows—so wo are apt to 
think in these days of scientific wea¬ 
pons. But that depends on the 
manufacture and tho use made of 
them. As regards fhe former point, 
xve havo no ^information yet. but the 
Tibetans contrived to maintain a 
"continous Are” for no small space 
of time apparently. They begun as 
soon as the troops came in sight and 
persevered through a snoxvstorm thnt 
lasted an Hour. If the bulls had hit 
they would have done their work as 
effectively us the best rifled ordin¬ 
ance. But "all the nriaailes fell 
short.” That xvas not noco**»arily 
because tho guns were made of leath¬ 
er. One of the most important bat¬ 
tles In the history of the xvorld xvas 
decided by such artillery, and the 
atruggle between King und parliu- 
ffienl in this country might have as¬ 
sumed unother form but for leather 
guns. 

The credit of the invention is as¬ 
signed to Robert Scot, a scion of the 
house of Beatrie. xvho levied 200 
men for tho service of Gustavus 
Adolphus. That great soldier al- 
xvnvs xvelcomed novelties and Scot 
speedily convinced him thnt his con¬ 
trivance xvould be useful. A cannon 
of leather, strongly hound with iron, 
could bo turned out of any dimen¬ 
sions required in a couple of days, 
und it would bear ut least fifty dis¬ 
charges. Accordingly Gustavus made 
great use of them. Providing an 
extra supply before the battle of 
Leipric, he Filenced Tilly's artillery 
and won the day. Scotch soldiers 
returning home, xvhen the religious 
troubles began, did not forget thie 
ur.eful invention. A son of the Earl 
of Haddington set up a foundry of 
leather guns for the equipment of 
the convengnting army in 1«39. At 
Nexvtonford hhey prox*ed their value. 
The works raised by Charles to pro¬ 
tect his passage of the river crumbl¬ 
ed before them, and the English, 
soldiers. delighted with the excuse, 
quietly xvnlked away in different dir¬ 
ections. But John Evelyn records a 
tradition that Henry VIII. used 
"grentc leatherne guns” at the siege 
of Boulogne; in fact, the things 
themselves were shoxvn at the tower 
ip his time. Evelyn adds: "My 
Lord Herbert in his history doubts." 
But if Lord Herbert, xvriting curly 
in the sexenteeth century, refers to 
leather guns, xvhethrr wed by Henry 
VII. of another, it is clear enough 
that Scot was not the first inventor. 

ICE AS ARTILLERY. 

The strangest mnterial ever used 
for artillery is no doubt ice. but "’e 
are assured by the most serious his¬ 
torians that four guns and txvo mor¬ 
tars so constructed were fired six 
times without bursting. It xvns at 
the marriage of Prince Gnlit/.in. one 
of the brutal jests which amused 
the Empress Anne of Austria. The 
Prince, an amiable and intelligent ve¬ 
teran. xxas her favorite butt.

MELANCHOLY IN RUSSIA. 

Russia a Weak Nation When View¬ 
ed From Inside. 

The general Russian life, ns I thus 
saw it. while intensely interesting in 
many respects. was certainly not 
cheerful writes Andrew D. White, for¬ 
merly United States Minister to 
Russia. Despite the frivolity domi¬ 
nant among the upper class nnd the 
fetishism controlling the lower class¬ 
es, there wns. especially in that per¬ 
iod of calamity, a deep undertone of 
melancholy. Melancholy, indeed. ir, u 
marked characteristic of Russia, and. 
above all. of the peasantry. They 
seem snd even in their sports; their 
songs almost without except ion nre 
in the minor key; the who!* atmos- 
phote is. apparently rlmrged with 
vague dread of snrr.e calamity. De¬ 
spite the suppression of most of ihe 
foreign journals and the blotring out 
of page after page of the newspapers 
allowed m enter the empire. despite 
all that the ferret police could do in 
repressing tinfnv(rrnbfe comment it 
became generally known that all was 
going v»reng in the Crimea. News 
came of reverse ofter reverse; of the 
defeats of Alma and Jnkermnn. and 
ns n climax, the Joss of Sevastopol 
und the destruction of the Russiaslr 
fleet. In the midst oi i» all. a* is 
ever the case in Russian wars, cuime 
utter collnpse < in * he commissariat 
department: everywhere one heard 

hints nnd finally detailed stories of 
scoundrel ism in high places; of money 
which ought to have been appropriat¬ 
ed to army supplies, but which had 
been expended at the gambling tuhles 
of Horn burg or in the Breda quarter 
at Paris. 

Then it was that there was borne 
in upon me the conviction that Rus¬ 
sia. powerful as she seems when 
viewed from the outside, is anything 
bm strong when viewed from tho in¬ 
ride. To say nothing of the thou¬ 
sand evident weaknesses resulting 
from autocracy—-the theory that one 
man. nnd^e. generally, not one of 
tho most highly endowed, can do the 
thinking for u hundred millions of 
people—there wns nowhere the slight¬ 
est sign o f any uprising of a great 
nation, ns, for instance of the French 
against Kurope in 1792, of the ReN 
mnns against Franco in 1813 and in 
1870 . of Italy against Austria in 
1859 and afterward, and of the Am¬ 
ericans in the Civil War of 1861. 
There were certainly many noble 
characters in Russia, and these must 
have felt deeply the condition of 
things;, but there being no great mid¬ 
dle class, and the lower clasa having 
been long kept in besotted ignorance, 
there seemed no force on which pa¬ 
triotism could taka hold.

This looks very like a bicy¬ 
cle, hut, in fact, no doubt it was tho 
“hobby" which, overlooked for gen¬ 
erations, on a sudden came “tho 
rage” In the beginning of the last 
century—u wheel propelled by the 
rider’s feet, which touched the ground 
on either side. But this is wander¬ 
ing from our theme. We huve 
learned that the more ingenious and 
the more destructive, potentially, 
our warliko engines may be. the less 
suffering they actually cause. More 
men were killed and hurt by tho 
leather guns of Gustavus Adolphus 
than by our magazine rifles and 
Maxims during the Boer wur. (

On the other side 
were ranged those who pointod out 
that Koch’s statement was not abso¬ 
lute, that it was more in Ihe nature 
of a suggestion than an absolute pro¬ 
nouncement, and thut huving regard 
to the grave issues at stake, every

Iff ore any restrictions and precau¬ 
tions hilherto deemed necessary could 
be relaxed.. 

ROYAL COMMISSION. 

A Royal Commission was appointed 
in England to decide, between these 
ri\al views, and certainly its com¬ 
position was, and is such ns to com¬ 
mand the most complete confidence.

SELECTION OF 8TKAWBBRBY PLANTS, 

—A striking illustration of the value of 
plant and seed selection, as advocated 
by Prof. Robertson, is reported in the

says:—“A few days ago while visiting 
a neighbor, the conversation turned to 
berries and he then showed me his 
patch. It was small but they were 
plants to bo proud of.

A Trackless Waste Without Water 
or Homan Habitation. 

”1 had almost as soon be sot r lrift 
in a small boat In mUlocean ns to be 
dropped down on the vast prairie noar 
tlio Kansus-Colomdo stute line,” said 
a man who is familiar with the west. 

“One cannot realize the loneliness of 
the western plains until be hns crossed 
them. There uro very few human hab¬ 
itations, comparatively little of the 
land Is under cultivation, and water is 
a scarce and precious commodity. In 
every direction nothing meets the gaze 
of the eye except a trackless, treeless 
waste which Is bounded only by the 
lowering sky. Prairie dogs are the 
chief denizens of this region, and as 
the rain whirls past they perch them¬ 
selves on their hind legs aud sit bolt 
upright a9 motionless as a statue. 
There are n few houses, bfit they are 
at wide intervals. The one single ad¬ 
vantage that u lonely' pedestrian has 
iu that region is that by following the 
railroad truck sufficiently far he will 
reach a town some dny. 

“It Is positively tiresome to the eye 
to ride across the prairies iu a comfort¬ 
able Pullman car surrounded by all the 
luxuries of life. This being true, it 
must be next to appalling to have to 
tramp over this region without food or 
water except what one liegs at the few 
way stations along the route. I have 
never been able to see tiny thing pictur¬ 
esque or inviting about the wide 
stretching plains.”

A very clear 
distinction must be made between fall 
and good sioviu stocl • The report .0 
from Great Britain and Europe gener¬ 
ally show a very large crop of fruit 
that will come into direct compctit : on 
with our fall various and may slight¬ 
ly allect the market for winter fruit ;

fruit lias not competed seriously with 
•jur host keepiug varieties. The apple 
crop in Canada appears to be singular¬ 
ly free this year from the attacks of 
insects and fungous diseases. It is 
(luite probable that the codling moth 
will not be a serious pest but there are 
indications that the spot may yet de¬ 
velop to a slight, if not a serious 
degree. 

Pears—Pears, except in British Col¬ 
umbia will be a light crop. There will 
bo very fow for export but the quality 
of those will be good. 

Peaches anipjvlums.— Peaches and 
plums aro almost an absolute failure. 

There are, however, a few favored 
sections where tho winter did not ma¬ 
terially affect these two fruits and in 
such orchards the crop will be medium- 

The grape crop will be fairly good, 
but in the large producing districts 
of the Niagara Peninsula black rot has 
shown to a serious extent and it is im¬ 
possible 10 predict the extent to which 
the crop will be curtailed by this pest. 

sM am. FRUITS— Strawberries have 
been very uneven. Where they were 
not winter killed the crop has been 
good, but the winter killing was so 
general that the yield has been a small 
one. 

Raspberries were also a light crop. 

Uherrjks— Cherries in British Col¬ 
umbia have been a full crop, but a 
light crop throughout Ontario. In the 
rest of Canada, wherever grown, they 
l\%\6 beeh light to medium. 

Black currants p.re a full crop. Red 
currants not quite so good but still a 
large crop. 

insects and fungi — Only ouo 
two districts report serious depr«* i 
tious of insects and the indicate 
present aie that fruit growers 1' l" 
little troubled this year by ' : ngci ! 
pests. 

Other countries— The ituo-ic IruJi 
the United States, part- rlnrly rhcte 
portions that compc with Canada, 
indicate a large but not extraordin¬ 
ary crop of fruit.

WINDSTORMS. 


The Distinction Between a Cyclone 
nn.l n llnrrleane. 

The term cyclone Is applied to a tor¬ 
nado of limited diameter nnd destruc¬ 
tive violence. All storms, therefore, in 
which the wind has a circulating move¬ 
ment about a central area of low bar¬ 
ometric pressure may properly be 
termed yycloncs. Cyclones occur most 
frequently in those parts of the world 
which are subject to monsoons nnd 
take place nt those seasons when the 
monsoons are changing. They some¬ 
times extend over many tlusisnnds of 
square miles. 

Tropical storms are known in the 
West Indies ns hurricanes. These vio¬ 
lent windstorms nre of a diameter of 
from fifty to a thousand miles, where¬ 
in the nir moves with a velocity of 
from 80 to 130 miles an hour round the 
central calm. Hence this term is ap¬ 
plied to any storm or tempest in which 
the wind blows with terrific violence. 
In the Philippine Islands nnd 011 the 
southeastern coast of Asia such trop¬ 
ical storms nre known ns typhoons. 
The general disturbances of the middle 
latitudes nre usually referred to as sim¬ 
ply storms or areas of low barometric 
pressure.—London Answers. # 


SCOTLAND’S KILT. 


Tli* Origin of Thla Ancient and 
Plclarcaqae Dr****. 

Some say that the kilt was the out¬ 
come of sumptuary laws enacted dur¬ 
ing the reigns of Mary nnd of her son, 
James VI. of Scotland and I. of Eng¬ 
land. These laws more or less directly 
suppressed the ancient tunic, which 
fell from the shoulders to below the 
knees, and bad In the remoter parts of 
Great Britain nml Ireland formed the 
outer dress of men from Roman times. 
When this was condemned, the wearer* 
evaded the law by dividing tho tunic 
ut the waist, the upper part becoming 
a doublet anil the lower the kilt. 

The kilt, however, must have been 
of earlier date, for it is shown at a 
separate garment, neatly quilted from 
waist to knee, 011 many mediaeval 
crosses and memorial slabs, including 
those nt Kllkerran and Kiliuoric, which 
date from before 15Po. 

It is from this plaiting, or “quilting.” 
that it takes its name, and no doubt 
the sumptuary regulations promoted 
Hs general adopt foil.

SUSPENSION BRIDGES. 


They Were Common In Pern In (he 
l)n> a of (lie Incas. 

S*us| ensioti bridges, some of them of 
considerable length, were common in 
Peru in the days of the Incas. Thej? 
were formed of cables of twisted osiers 
passed over wooden supports mid 
Htretchod from bank to bank, then 
hound together with smaller ropes and 
covered with bamboos. The road from 
Cu/co to Quito is still noted for frail 
bridges of this sort, which are In con¬ 
stant use and span deep chasms. 

The Chinese also, according to 
Klrchcr, have for centuries been fa¬ 
miliar with the “suspension” theory 
and Imve constructed chain bridges In 
which tho weight of the roadway Is 
supported by the tension of the chains. 

The first iron suspension bridge in 
Europe was built over tho Tees, near 
Middleton, in 1741, for the use of min¬ 
ers. Two chains were stretched in a 
straight lino, steadied by ties from 
the banks below, and the roadway for 
foot passengers was supported by the 
chains. 

'flic modern suspension system prac¬ 
tically dates from 1810, when bridges, 
both over 100 foot in length, were suc¬ 
cessfully completed at Galashiels and 
1 'cobles.— London St a nda rd.

MATHEMATICAL 8IQN8. 


ffle Process by Which the Familiar 
Character* Were Evolved. 

The sign of addition is derived from 
the initial letter of the word "plus." In 
making the capital letter it was mads 
more and more carelessly until the top 
part of the "p" was placed near the 
center; hence the plus sign was finally 
reached. 

The, sign of subtraction was derived 
from the word “minus." The word was 
first contracted lntc^mus, with a hori¬ 
zontal line above to indicate the con¬ 
traction, which was a printer’s freak 
that may be found In almost any book 
bearing a date earlier than the begin¬ 
ning of the eighteenth century. After 
the lapse of a long period of time the 
letters wore omitted altogether, leav¬ 
ing only the short line so well known 
to all. 

The multiplication sign was obtained 
by changing tlio plus sign Into a char¬ 
acter resembling the letter x. This was 
done simply because multiplication is 
but a shorter form of addition. 

Division was formerly indicated by 
placing the dividend above a horizontal 
line and the divisor below. In order to 
save space In printing, the dividend 
was placed to the left and the divisor 
to the right, with a simple dot In place 
of each. 

The radical sign was derived from 
the initial letter of the word “radix." 

The sign of equality Is said to have 
first been used in thb year 1557 by a 
6harp mathematician, who adopted It 
os a substitute for the words “equal 
to.” 

HACKNEY COACHES. 


They Were Flr*t I'aed In London In 
tlie Seventeenth Ontary. 

In a letter dated April 1, 1039, Mr. 
Garrard, writing to the Earl of Straf¬ 
ford, says: “Here Is one Captain Daily. 
He hath been a sea captain, but now 
lives In London, where be tries experi¬ 
ments. He hath erected according to 
bis ability some four hackney coaches, 
put bis men in n livery and appointed 
them to stand at the Maypole In the 
Strand, giving them Instructions at 
what rate to carry men Into several 
parts of the town, where all day they 
mnv be had.

ATHLETICS IN GERMANY. 

Wrentllntf I* On* of the Most Popalms 
Forme of Exeralac. 

Wrestling is one of the most popular 
forms of athletic exercises In Germany, 
and it seems ps If the heavy and mus¬ 
cular ImlfiTof the Germans peculiarly 
adapts them for tills kind of sport.

In connection 
with which challenges to "nil comers" 
are issued. Here one can often witness 
a pitched battle between science and 
brute power—see nu "all comer" of 
stupendous build, probably a butcher, 
brewer or furniture remover, laid flat 
on both shoulder blades In the most ap¬ 
proved style by a little, wiry fellow as 
slippery as nu eel. On the occasion of 
-he world's championships hold in Ber- 
'.n an open arena, roofed only tn the 
center, where the wrestling took place, 
was erected, with tiers of scats for the 
public all around. As luck would huve 
if, the weather pn*\>d boisterous nud 
the public shy of the fair. The cham¬ 
pionships ended dismally, and the Im¬ 
presario, unable to pay the men's re¬ 
tainers, very discreetly decided to 
“leave town."

THE WORD PICNIC. 


Many Tlioorh* on to Ita Origin, 
YVltlch la Inrertaln. 

The derivation of the word picnic 
Ih uncertain. In London Notes and^ 
Queries of 18."3 attempts were load* 
to trace Its origin. 

One correspondent snys: “Under a 
French form the word appears in a 
speech of Robespierre, ‘Cost icl qu’ll 
dolt ni'accuser, et non dans les plques- 
nhiues.’ An earlier Instance occurs In 
one of Lord Chestorileld’s letters, dated 
October, 1748.” 

Another writer of the same date tries 
to trace tho word through Franco Into 
Italy. Starting with tho assumption 
thut phiue-nique In French Implies a 
party at which each guest provides 
some particular dish or performs some 
■pedal duty, he finds the Italian ex¬ 
pressions nieclila (duty) and plccola (a 
trifling service), and from these he 
coins plccola nlcehla (picnic.) 

A French encyclopedia, 1843, hss It 
that tho word Is compounded of the 
simplo English pick (to choose) and 
nick (In the nick of time, on tho spur 
of tho moment). In Franco the term 
Is also used for indoor picnics. 


The MrnniuK of Orunife llloaaome.

When L. Calpurulus Plso was ap¬ 
pointed governor of Macedonia for one 
fear, be drew for bis outfit from the 
public treasury 18,000,000 sesterces. or 
£160,000. He did not want the money 
for that purpose. Everything required 
by a proconsul was supplied to him by 
tbe province. Mso simply took the 
money for himself and lent It out 
In Rome at high Interest. CT. Verrea 
was charged by Cicero with having 
robbed Sicily of £350,000 in three years, 
besides many valuable works of art 
He practically admitted his guilt by 
retiring from Home without attempting 
any defense. Cicero when governor of 
the poor province of Cilicia found him¬ 
self the richer in one yearly £1*0,000, 
•nd he was perhaps the only proconsul 
who ever handed over his surplus to 
the state. 

There can be no doubt that Cicero 
and the younger I’llny received large 
sums from their clients while those 
clients were still living. Ralbus is 
not likely to have secured tlio argu¬ 
ment "Fro Balbo” for a mere trifle. 
And the gratitude of Sicily for the 
prosecution of Verres undoubtedly took 
a very substantial foi^n. Apart from 
all such honoraria, it is recorded that 
Cicero and the younger Pliny received 
legacies from clients to the amount of 
£170,000. Gibbon tells us, on the au¬ 
thority of Olymplodorus, that several 
of the richest senators had an Income 
of £100,000 a year without computing 
the stated provision of corn and wine, 
—Loudon Globe. 


ROYAL ASCOT. 


Tkls Fentons English Race Comrse 
Wes Qscen Anne’s Idee. 

Ascot well deserves its proud prefix 
"royal,” for it muy claim to bo tho 
child of a queen, and ccrtuinly it line 
been a prime favorite with nearly all 
her successors on the throne. 

It was Queen Anne who, when she 
was riding one day over Ascot com¬ 
mon, saw what a splendid site it would 
make for a race course, and she forth¬ 
with determined that a course there 
should be and that she herself would 
offer a plato to be raced for. Thus It 
came about that tbe London Gazette 
of July 12, 1711, contained this an¬ 
nouncement: "Iler majesty’s plate of 
100 guineas will be run for round the 
new heat on Ascot common, near Wind¬ 
sor, on Tuesday, Aug. 7 next, by any 
horse or mare, being no more than six 
years old the grass before, carrying 
twelve stone, three heats, to be entered 
the last day of July at Mr. Hancock’s 
at Fern Hill, near the starting post.” 

Three times that year Queen Anne 
traveled In state to see the racing on 
Ascot common, and on one occasion, 
we are told, she was accompanied by 
Miss Forester, a maid of honor, who 
was "dressed like a man, with a long 
white riding coat, a full flapped waist¬ 
coat and a small cocked hut, three cor¬ 
nered, bound with broad gold lace, the 
point placed full in front over a white 
powdered, long flowing periwig.”

But surely he hod a duty 
to his home ns well ns directly to 
Jesus. There, in the old homestead, 
lay the corpse of his eurthly parent. 
It was natural for n dutiful son to 
wont, to he present nt the funeral. 
Yet when/the young man snid. ‘I*et 
me, I pray thee, firs't go and bury, 
my father, and 1 will follow ihee.’ 
Christ showed no sympathy with his 
natural feeling, but prncticully said: 
‘Let the neighbors and the strangers 
come in and close the ryelids end 
wash the cold flesh. I/Ct the neigh¬ 
bors sing the death chant and nig 
the grove. Let strange hands wrap 
the motionless corpse jn its white, 
shroud arid carry it to its last rest¬ 
ing place You must come with me 
nt once Shut your eyes to the 
bast Let the dead bury the dead.’’

We have re¬ 
peatedly sent despatches of protest 
against this neglect, but they have 
been resumed to us unanswered, and 
in some instances even unopened, and 
they have rocently become more and 
more heedless of our representations 
because they supposed they had tho 
full sympathy nnd support of Russia. 

The British Mission was sent to 
get the explanation of their disre¬ 
gard of the Convention, seeing that 
such an explanation wns evidently 
not forthcoming unless fetched by 
our own emissaries. To accept their 
silence unchallenged would be to in¬ 
spire in the Tibetan mind n con¬ 
tempt for British power; and as part 
of our Indian frontier abuts upon 
Tibet, it is absolutely necessary, for 
the sako of the Tibetans ns well as 
our own. that wo should give them 
no encouragement to think that they 
may treat a properly drawn-up Con¬ 
vention with disrespect. We had 
hoped lhat our Mission would end as 
it began—a peaceful one; hut. the Ti¬ 
betans themselves drew the sword 
upon it —London Answers.

n clot's are noted for their neglect of 
spiritual work Thousands of Chris¬ 
tian physicians are found all over 
tho land. But while in college most 
medical students do nothing for the 
service of their Master. They say, 
'Wait. T,ord. until I pass my exam¬ 
inations.” The result of this wait¬ 
ing is that mnriv young men entirely 
lose their hold upon Christ Oh, 
young man. young woman. Christ 
ought not to have to wait for you 
to get a mental education before you 
ere ready to serve him. The devel¬ 
opment of the spiritual life in the 
heart should go on simultaneously 
with the mental development. And 
•nark this—the spiritual development, 
of the heart never takes place except 
by spiritual labor.

Port Arthur ts a case in point, for 
many of the disasters of th# Russian 
arms and the successes of the Japan¬ 
ese are accounted for by reason of 
its existence; hut, before dealing 
worth the cose of Port Arthur it is 
worth whilo taking a glanco at the 
causes thst bring about this strange 
state of things. 

To begin with, fortresses are de¬ 
signed and built in time of peace in 
order to suit u theory of what will 
happen in time of war; and t'hcn, 
when war comes tho fortress is found 
not to meet requirements, because 
the nncmv has a habit of not doing 
things in the mnnnor expected of 
him. 

FORTS THAT BRING DEFEAT.

He is now engaged in writing a 
book which will give his impressions 
of Japan as well ss of India, Bur¬ 
ma**, and the United States. 

Ho was struck with the ingenuity 
of the army medical field equipment 
which the Japanese have provided for 
the war. 

"They are the first nation to rea¬ 
lize that the medical equipment for 
a war is not Intended for posterity— 
that it will be obsolete when the war 
is ovor. and consequently should not 
be on the lines of the equipment used 
in tho Crimea war, when everything 
was made to lust. 

"They have taken thcN^pt they 
could find in England or Germany 
and have improved on it. They are 
not originators, but give t’nem some¬ 
thing good and they will produce 
something bettor. 

"That is what they have done in 
the case of medical equipment. At 
e\ery turn I admired the neatness 
and ingenuity of thq material, — the 
light, cleverly constructed stretchers, 
the way they pack their stores, and 
the completeness of the arrange¬ 
ments. 

‘They pack their parcels better 
thun nny nation on earth. 

"Their medical field service is large 
and particularly well organized. 
They have no women in the field hos¬ 
pitals. 

"All the attendants are trained 
men As soon us war began they 
emptied all the military hospitals 
Japan of their men nurses, who went 
to the front, and trained women 
took their places. 

"Their surgery is admirable. I saw 
the Russians who were wounded at 
| C'hemuloo treated by the .Japanese 
surgeons. 

I "They have large universities in 
Japan, and many of their men have 
{been trained in Germany or in the 
United States. 

"The Japanese are naturally de¬ 
voted to rifunl and the ritual of 
surgery is very elaborate. They have 
mastered it. 

"The Red Cross Society is n mar 
vellous organization. Tt has branch¬ 
es nil over .Japan. Tt looks after the 
soldiers on llieir wnv lo the front 
{and when tFe men were going by 
; train to t'he ports it posted up no- 
j t ices ni nil level crossings nlong the 
■ railways so that the villagers would 
i know’ when Ihr trains were due. and 
1 would thus be able to give the men 
a good ‘send off' as they went by."

Conclusion# of Trank Bur#l#y Tay¬ 
lor, a United States 
Geologist. 

Was the earth once a comet, and 
may it again become a comet in tho 
future ? 

These starling questions are sug¬ 
gested by a book recently written by 
Frank Bursley Taylor, a geologist 
employed in the United States Geol¬ 
ogical Survey. If J4r. Taylor is 
right in his conclusions our smug 
complacency about tho eternal stabil¬ 
ity of the system in which we live 
cannot he no well founded as moat 
of us havo persuaded ourselves that 
It is. 

This is not the place to go into an 
account of the physical considera¬ 
tions on which Mr. Taylor bases his 
revolutionary ideas, but it will bo 
enough to state some of his conclu¬ 
sions. 

One very broad conclusion is that 
'comets are the seed of planets, as 
'veil ns of NAtelitics." In other 
words, the earth and all the other 
planets wero originally comets which 
were captured by the gravitation at¬ 
traction of the sun. while our mo« i 
and the satellites of Jupiter, Katmn 
and Mars were also smaller comets 
raptured by the gravitation attrac¬ 
tion of those planets.

The hours for the hard labor are 
from seven to eight per day. the less 
strong inmates of the penitenti\ry 
being employed in \vea\ing clothing 
for the prisoners out of a coarse, 
rose colored linen, while old people 
nnd the sick are seen on nil /'ides 
calmly soiling out various kinds *>f 
imper. All of the prisoners tcceivc 
a portion of the profit derived from 
their labor, although this to a Eur¬ 
opean would not be much. 

The discipline which has been es^ 
tablished'nn the various prisons is 
entirely military, and it should be 
stated that a prisoner is not consid¬ 
ered a fallen creature or one to be 
excluded ftrom society because of the 
fnct that he has served his time. 
From n mortal nnd material stand¬ 
point there is no difference between 
a prisoner nnd n free man. nnd in 
the prisons every effort is made to 
elevate, the inmates, all of the youths 
less than nineteen years of age pass¬ 
ing two hours per day at school. 

RETAINED AFTER SENTENCE. 

In ninny cases prisoners when they 
have finished their sentences, remain 
in the prisons ns domestics; there is 
also a cifrious legal provision which 
states that they can only leave the 
prison when surety is provided ly 
parents or friends. Thus it may 
happen that a student of twenty- 
three years of age condemned to the 
prison for sixty days for the theft 
of a book, because of the fact that 
he has no one to go his security and 
thus he responsible for his release, 
remains buried for life in the prison 
The idea of the law iff not. unjust, 
however,much it may appear so. tho 
purpose of the regulation being to 
assure the prisoner of a solid base 
on*which to re-enter society. In order 
1 o remedy this condition little by 
little there have been formed socie¬ 
ties which take in hand the cases of 
unprotected prisoners.

On the fifth occurence of this pro¬ 
cess ft would be our earth thut 
would be put out although -during 
the long Intervening ngrs when the 
earth was being driven successively 
from orbit to orbit, it would neces¬ 
sarily find itself further and further 
from the warm and comfortable 
quarters near the sun. which it now 
occupies. 

EARTH A WANDERER. 

After that the only hope for the 
earth would be to take its turn and 
its chance nn a comet, and to steal 
into the centre of the system, and 
displace the planet which might ut 
the time be occupying the present, 
orbit of Mercury. 

If there, is nothing else that, can be 
said for this amazing theory, at 
least it may he called very heuutiful 
in its completeness, nnd in the end¬ 
less variety of experience which it 
offers for the different worlds that 
make up the sun’s family. It is as 
fine ns the system of promotion in 
the array and navy, the older worlds, 
like the older officers, going up a 
step in rotation, as new ones are 
introduced at the bottom. 

Only, in this case the desirable 
berths would seem to be the earlier 
and not the later ones. The earth 
has already, if we nccept this hypo¬ 
thesis, attained the furthest place 
from the sun that can he called 
really comfortable, and when the 
time comes for it to he thrust out 
of the orbit now filled by Mars there 
will he such a consequent fall of 
temperature nnd such fundamenial 
changes in other particulars of plan¬ 
etary life, thnt humanity (in case it 
continues to exist so long) will sure¬ 
ly find much ground for grumbling. 

MANY CHANGES. 

It must not be supposed that the 
process of conversion from a comet 
into a planet is a brief or easy one. 
The earth, according to the theory 
before us. was an asteroid for a long 
time before it got its place in the 
planetary system. As an asteroid 
it gradually became larger nnd larger 
by the accretion of smaller masses 
which fell under its attraction. "Fin¬ 
ally.” says. Mt. Taylor, "Jupiter 
dragged earth Aut of its place and 
the earth wasjeither captured and 
imprisoned by Ahe giant as a satel¬ 
lite. or it went on h new hut short 
comet ary cruise, at the end of which 
it sailed In between Mars and the 
sun and took upon it the honors of 
a single planet ” 

At. that time, it will be observed. 
Afnrs was the. nearest planet to the 
sun, while Venus and Mercury were 
vet members of the asteroid ring, 
awaiting their turn to get to the 
centrp of the system. 

In regard to the possibility, or iho 
probability, of n repetition of ihis 
profess in the future, it is to be re¬ 
membered that Mr. Taylor holds 
that, after the sun hnd acquired the 
planet .Tupitrr it encountered in 
space a tremet^ous comet swarm. 
"The whole expanse of the heavens 
was filled with them, and they surg¬ 
ed around the sun with tremendous 
fury.” 

At that time there were only four 
planets in the system—Jupiter next 
to 1 he sun. then Saturn, ihon Uran¬ 
us. then Neptune. Saturn’s rings, 
avers Mr. Taylor, are a lingering 
fragment of the great comet swarm. 
These comets condensed into n ring 
of asteroids near the sun. nnd out. 
of that ring the earth. Mats. Vcnu* 
and Mercury were formed successive¬ 
ly into planets as already described.

Beaten Back After Three Days’ Fighting 
at Port Arthur.

A despatch from St. Petersburg 
pays: A telegram from Chefoo. dat¬ 
ed Aug. 7, says that according to 
Chinese information a fierce battlo 
was fought on the land side of Port 
Arthur Aug. 5. The Japanese are 
reported to have been repulsed with 
gieat loss, the killed alone being es¬ 
timated at 30,000, while tho Rus¬ 
sians lost about 1 , 000 . 

The telegram says that Lieut.- 
Gen. Stoossel was personally in com- 
rnand, and that the conduct of the 
Russian troops was splendid. 

ATE DOGS IN APRIL. 

A despatch from Dortmund, Fin¬ 
land, says According to a privato 
letter written by an official at Port.! 
Arthur, which is published in the | 
General Anzoiger, it is stated thut ini 
ftpril, before tho investment of the' 
fortress by tHe Japanese land forces 
there was a shortuge of provisions in 
the place, and that a correspondent's 
dog was eaten by the soldiers. A 
great number of houses had been 
destroyed and vessels in the port an¬ 
nihilated by the bombardment of the. 
Japanese warships. News divulging 
the/unfavorable situation was sup¬ 
pressed. 

The letter above mentioned was 
written in Finnish, and escaped the 
censor. 

RUSSIANS tfoVE NORTH. 

General Kuroki’s Headquarters in 
the Field, via Fusan. Aug. 8 .—The 
Russian forces in from of Gen. Kur- 
oki's army arc reported retreating! 

A part of it has en-j 
camped at Anping, 12 miles from I 
Liao-Vang. Guns were heard yes¬ 
terday morning on the Japanese !

panes** are following the Russian re¬ 
tirement. 'Hie Chinese living at! 
Yangtse Pass, where Count Keller 
was killed, say that tho Russians re¬ 
moved two coffin-s from that, place 
with great ceremony. 


NAVAL ENGAGEMENT 

t. Petersburg, Aug. 8 .—A despatch 
ffom Admiral AlexietT, dated Mukden, 
Aug. 7, says:—“Telegrams received 
to-day from Port Arthur state* that 
tl§<* cruisers Bnvnn, Askold, Pallada 
and Novik and some gunboats s-tearn¬ 
ed from the harbor on July 2 d for 
the purpose of bombarding the ene¬ 
my’s position. They were attacked 
by tho battleship Chin Yon, the arm¬ 
ored cruiser Chcyeda, the protected 
cruisers Itsukwshimn and 
shima, two second-class cruisers, and 
thirty torpedo boats. An 8 -inch 
shell from the llayan ‘hit the stern 
of the llsukushimA, placing her out 
of action. Thereupon all the Jap¬ 
anese steered for the open sea. At 
the same time the Choyeda was dam¬ 
aged by n Russian mine. As she 
was sinking by the head she was 
steered towards Talicnwnn Bay. A 
shot from battery 22 also damaged a 
Japanese gunboat. 

July 27. in view of the Jap¬ 
anese having taken the general offen¬ 
sive against our land positions, tho 
Bnynn, Rctrvizan, Pnllada. Askold 
and Novik, the coast defence ships 
Crcmiastchy and Otvijug, the gun¬ 
boat Giljnk, and twelve gunboats 
were ordered to support our right 
flank. Our ships, preceded by mine 
dredgers, steamed towards Lungan- 
tan, whence they bombarded the 
Japanese position until 3 p. m. On 
their return, which was effected with 


Ncw-Chwang. Her armament went 
down with her. 

Gen. Kuroki reports that at Kushu- 
lintz and Yangbu he captured eight 
officers and 260 men, unwounded, and 
buried eight officers and 506 men. 
Ho specially reports that detailed 
medical examinations of the bodies 
of five scouts found at different plac¬ 
es in the Saimntsza region show that 
they were mutilated after being dis¬ 
abled. The face and neck of one man 
had been skinned and the left eyelid 
removed while the*man was alive. 

DETAILS OF FIGHTING. 

Detailed reports reaching the Rus¬ 
sian War Office from Gen. Kouropat- 
kin’s gcnc*uls show that the Russian 
losses July 30, July 31 and Aug. 1 
did not exceed 4,000. The Japanese 
aro believed to have lost at least 
an equal number. 

From a comprehensive review of 
tho fighting obtained it appears that 
most of the Russian losses were sus¬ 
tained on the Saimatsza road and 
between Simoiichcng and Hai-Cheng. 
The two divisions of the late Gen. 
Killer’s corps did not make a seri¬ 
ous resistance at tho Yangso Pass, 
falling back on Lian-dinnsian, with 
scarcely any casualties. Similarily 
Gen. Stakolherg’s and Gen. Zarou- 
baieff’s Iroojs retired upon An- 
shanshan. half-way between Hai- 
Cheng and Lino-Yang, without heavy 
fighting or loss. 

The greatest number of casualties 
was sustained by Gen. Herschelmann, 
who, with tho Ninth European Di¬ 
vision, hold Kuchin tzu and Yushu 
Pass, on the Saimntsza road. The 
fighting there was of the most des¬ 
perate and bloody character. A single 
regiment lost 25 per cent., or 800 
men, before 4 they withdrew toward 
Anping. 

Another point where most stubborn 
resistance was made was at Nanga 
Tass, a position between Simouch- 
eng and Hai-Cheng, which was held 
by Gen. Zassnlitch, who had been 
placed in command of a newly- 
formed corps, including the Thirty- 
first division, belonging to the Tenth 
European corps und two Siberian 
battalions, altogether 18,000 men. 
Gen. Zassalitch’s misfortune at the 
Ynlu R’ivcr was duplicated, owing to 
the superiority of the Japanese ar¬ 
tillery. He was making n splendid 
fight, until he suddenly discovered 
that the Japanese gunners were en¬ 
filading his batteries. It appears 
that Zassnlitch in this case was not. 
to blame. The information that 
Gen Zaroubaieff had received orders 
to retire had not yet reached him. 
with his own orders for withdrawal 
of the Russian support of the right, 
and consequently he allowed the Jap¬ 
anese to take up a new position, 
suddenly unmask batteries, and over¬ 
whelm the Russian gunners, who 
made desperate efforts to remove 
their pieces, but were compelled to 
leave six of them behind. 

VICTORY A COSTLY ONE. 

According to a detailed report re¬ 
ceived a* Tokio from (fen Kuroki, 
one of the heaviest reverses which 
befell the enemy during the engage¬ 
ment at Yushulintzu, on July 31st, 
was at rvenling. five miles south of 
Yushulintzu. where our detachment 
turned the fiank of the retreating 
Russians. “Our detachment consist¬ 
ed of three infantry regiments, with 
four guns, which fired on the whole

RUSSIAN CREDIT. 

A correspondent of the\ London 
Times in Russia says The first ef¬ 
fects of the -war are beginning _to be 
felt on Rueeian credit at hofes*. 
which was already considerably shak¬ 
en. Many important orders for mil¬ 
itary stores are not being pgid for 
in ready money, but by bills payable 
two years from date. Moreover, al¬ 
though the amount of paper money 
Issued is stated officially to be not 
more than £ 12 , 000 , 000 , it is believ¬ 
ed the sum is three or four times 
larger. Russian credit at home and 
abroad is based entirely upon tho 
presence of a large gold reserve, and 
the Government is sparing no effort 
to keep the gold in the country. The 
moment it begins to flow out the na¬ 
tional credit tfill collapse. It is al¬ 
ready declared doubtful if the Im¬ 
perial Bank will discount bills on 
the Nijni Novogorod Fair this year, 
as it has always done, for every¬ 
thing in the business world is now 
very uncertain, and the. bank wishes 
to run no risks. 

NEW RUSSIAN LOAN. 

A despatch to the London Ex¬ 
change Telegraph Co. from St. 
Petersburg says it is rumored that 
Russia has concluded negotiations 
with German bankers for a largo 
loon, which will enable her to con¬ 
tinue tho war indefinitely. 

RUSSIAN PRISONERS. 

A despatch to the London Times 
from Tokio says there is much in¬ 
dignation in Japan at Russia’s per- 
[sistent neglect to observo the rules 
J of The Hague convention in regard 
| to supplying information about pris¬ 
oners. The Japanese from the out¬ 
set of tho war have been scrupulous¬ 
ly careful to convey to the Russians 
through the French Minister every 
possible detail concerning prisoners 
taken by them. But to this day, 
in spite of frequent enquiries about 
the prisoners taken during the third 
attempt to seal up Port Arthur, tho 
TWsians have maintained complete 
si, >nee. This cannot be due to lack 
of opportunity to communicate with 
the Japanese, as Russia has just 
’applied to Japan for recognition of 
(two additional hospital ships at 
.Port Arthur. 

RUSSIAN BRUTALITY. 

The London Times has the follow¬ 
ing on Thursday from Vienna":—An 
unfavorable impression has been 
created here by accounts of the con¬ 
duct of the Vladivostock squadron 
towards the Japanese transport Hi¬ 
tachi Maru, which it sunk in .June. 
It appears that instead of sinking 
the transport with a torpedo or a 
few large calibre shells between the 
wind and water line, the Russian 
vessels gradually approached the:r 
prey, and for well-nigh three hours 
massacred the .Japanese soldiers by 
an incessant fire from their quick- 
tiro and machine guns at short range 
Of thirty-seven survivors rescued by 
a Japanese fishing boat only three 
were unwounded. 

WINTER QUARTERS.

DRIVEN RACK TNTO IIARROR. 

A despatch from Tokio says: Ad¬ 
miral Togo reports that at 4 o'clock 
Ei iday afternoon tho Japanese tor¬ 
pedo-boat destroyers Akebono and 
Oboro reconnoitred the entrance of 
Port Arthur. While they were en¬ 
gaged in this work fourteen torpedo- 
boat dost rovers rushed out of the 
port. When Vne.v came within range 
of the Japanese boats they separat¬ 
ed. four going west, three east, and 
seven south, and attempted to en¬ 
velop the Japanese destroyers. Forty 
minutes later the Japanese, at a 
rofige of three miles, exchanged a hot 
fire with the three Russian boats 
thot had steamed to the oast. I he 
Russians turned when near Hsiensh- 
eng. and the Japanese drove them 
bock to the entrance of Port Arthur. 
The Japanese destroyer Inn/uma nr- 
nved shortly after 5 o'clock, and the 
three boats attacked the remaining 
eleven Russian boats and drove them 
back into Port Arthur. Admiral 
Togo praises the bravery of the of¬ 
ficers and crews of the Akobono. 
Oboro and Inanima in frustrating 
the designs of the Russians aguinst 
great odds. 

WELL PROVISIONED. 

A despatch to the Echo do Paris 
from St. Petersburg says that the 
Ministry of War hair been informed 
that Port Arthur has received a 
fresh supply of ammunition by sea. 
showing that the blockade is inconW 
plete. The St. Petersburg corres¬ 
pondent of the Journal says that the 
French Embassy there has received 
good news from the French naval at¬ 
tache at Port Arthur, who says 
there are sufficient provisions in the 
place. Milk and eggs are abundant. 
Tho general health is satisfactory. 

NEAR MAIN DEFENCES. 

The London Times' correspondent 
nr Tokio. under date of Aug. 7. says 
that there are unofficial reports there 
that the Japanese have captured 
commanding positions north and 
norU.-w.st of Port Arthur »t a dta- 
tance of 2,730 yards from the mam 
line of Russian defences. 

MUTILATION OP DEAD. 

A despatch from Tokio says: Gen. 
Oku reports that the Rusman £un- 
boat Sivoiitch. which was in tho 
Liao River, was blown up by the 
Russians just before they evacuated 


befell tho enemy during the engage¬ 
ment at Yushuiintzu, on July 31st, 
was nt r.venling, five miles south of 
Yu.shulintzu, whero our detachment 
turned the flank of the retreating 
Russians.

" 'Otir casualties in this engage¬ 
ment reached 8(50, of which 194 were 
killed nnd <>(10 wounded. We buried 
with due honor about 700 of the 
enemy’s dead. ^We captured six field 
guns, many rifles, shells, and large 
quantities of /lour, barley, ammuni¬ 
tion. etc. 

" ‘Gen. Kuroki reports that our 
casualties in the engagement of Yu¬ 
.shulintzu nnd Yangtzuling reached 
940, including 40 officers. The ene¬ 
my's casualties are estimated nt 2,- 
OOO at least. We captured eight 
officers, 149 men, two field guns, 
many rifles, tents, shells and several 
other things.’ " 

WHAT TOKIO EXTECTS. 

A despatch from Berlin says :—Tho 
National Zcitung prints n telegram 
from Tokio. stating that there are 
five Jananeso divisions before Port 
Arthur, part of them within tliroo 
and a half miles of the fortruss, and 
that there are altogether 20 Japan¬ 
ese divisions in Manchuria. Tho 
telegram says that Tokio is ex¬ 
pecting the fall of Fort Arthur nnd 
the capitulation of Gen. Kouropatkin 
on the same day. 

THE RETREAT GENERAL. 

A despatch from Tokio to the Lon¬ 
don Times says it is expected that 
the Russians will make their next 
stand nt Anshnnshan, but there are 
indications of a general retreat to 
Mukden. 

MORTALITY FROM HEAT. 

A despatch from Chefoo says that 
tlie heat in Corea nnd Manchuria is 
unbearable. The mortality among 
the Japanese troops is 20 per cent.. 
Among the Russians it is worse, 
over 25 per cent. 

BRAVE JAPANESE. 

A despatch to the London Daily 
Telegraph from St. Petersburg says 
that? the Ministry of War is in pos¬ 
session of information thut, although 
jeverul thousand Russians have fal¬ 
len in the recent engagements nt 
Port Atthur, there-is no immediate 
danger of the fall of the fortress. 
The forts on the northern nnd north¬ 
western front are almost all held by 
the Russiuns, who dealt terrible de¬ 
struction upon the Japanese in their 
recent attacks. The Japanese ad¬ 
vanced like beings heedless of death 
and insensible to puin. They were 
mowed down like grass.

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SEVEN PEOPLE DROWNED. 

Terrible Fatality Off the Coast 
of Nora Scotia. 

A despatch from Halifax says 
Seven persons lost their lives by tho 
sinking of a small boat in Pigby 
Basin late on Thursday afternoon. 
The yacht Ouida, owned by Commo¬ 
dore Irving, and in charge of Cap¬ 
tain Charles Horsey, left here at 7 
o'clock on Thursday morning for 
Pinkney's Point to take out a party 
of American tourists who were camp¬ 
ing in that vicinity. The boat was 
seen to leave the Point about 10 a. 
m. with the party on board and a 
small tender in tow. Arrangements 
had been made to land the party at 
Smith’s Cove. About 5 o’clock a 
man saw the yacht approaching the 
Cove. Later he noticed her go 
aground on Bear Inland bar, tho ten¬ 
der a short distance from the yacht 
and bottom up, with people evident¬ 
ly clinging to the bottom.* Ho at 
1 once gave an alarm. A number of 
others ran for the nearest boat, a 
I dory, half a mile distant. Another 
crew started for the Harbor View 
| House, a mile away. The dory was 
•reached first, but was two hundred 
yards from the shore. Herbert Hat- 
I field swam for the boat, and the res¬ 
cuing party were soon at the scene 
I of tho disaster. They found three 
; bodies floating on the water, bead 
downwards, One man still showed 
6igns of life. His name is Vedito. 
He was hastened to his home in 
Hear River, and it is thought he will 
recover. Three bodies are in the 
Rear River station, and it is hard 
to learn their correct names or na¬ 
tive places. 

The purty, as near as can be learn¬ 
ed. consisted of Captain Charles 
Horsey of Digby, master of the 
yacht, body not recovered; Vedito, 
a resident of Bear River, aged about 
27 years, the only one saved; his 
wife, aged about 30 years, body not 
recovered; a young chifd, body not 
recovered; George Leach, aged about 
45 years. Manager of a woollen mill 
in Nasonville, R.I., body recovered; 
Mrs. O’Riley, supposed to be a New 
York lady, aged about 40. body re¬ 
covered; her son, aged about thir¬ 
teen years, body recovered; another 
son or daughter of Mrs. O’Riley, 
body not recovered. It appears that 
when the 3 r acht grounded on tho bar 
about half u mile from land all the 
occupants of the yacht got on board 
a ten-foot tender and began to row 
towards shore. The water is deep 
between the bar and the landing op¬ 
posite the Bear River* station. The 
little boat swamped with her heavj' 
load, and then turned bottom up.

The 
draft, horse is really the most im¬ 
portant and valuable, because he is 
used by the largAt number of peo¬ 
ple, and on the fiwmor, in a measure 
depends the prosflmty of our coun¬ 
try. lie cannot receive too much 
attention, and is being cared for as 
he deserves, being the faithful ser¬ 
vant of man.

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TOBACCO SALARIES. 

A Cunloin of flic American Colonies 
Before flic Revolution. 

Before the Revolution, ministers of 
the Anglican church in those American 
colonies where that church was estab¬ 
lished by law were remunerated "in 
kind" instead of in money. Maryland 
gave an incumbent forty pounds of to¬ 
bacco a year for every tithe payer in 
the parish, whether churchman or dis¬ 
senter, white or colored. These terms 
were handsome enough to secure the 
pick of the clerical market. In Vir¬ 
ginia the stipends represented a fixed 
and unvarying quantity, by weight, of 
the manufactured leaf. These stipends 
were rather beggarly in quantity. In 
a bad year even the "sweet scented 
parishes," where the minister's salary 
was calculated on a high priced and 
exceptionally fragrant tobacco, yielded 
only about JfDUO a year. The parishion¬ 
ers sometimes refused to induct a cler¬ 
gyman unless he would consent to take 
one salary for serving two parishes. In
